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Thieu Backers Free Lunch Policy 
Win Majority 
Outlined By School 


In Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) — Supporters 
of President Nguyen Van Thieu 
appeared today to be headed 
for a majority in South Viet­ 
nam’s new lower house elec­ 
tion, but it was unclear how big 
it would be. 
Nearly one third of the mem­ 
bers elected in the nationwide 
voting Sunday have no national 
reputation, and their political 
alignment was not known yet. 
Official returns for 140 of the 
159 seats gave Thieu supporters 
58 and the opposition 32. Three 
independents were winners, but 
the other 47 were political un­ 
knowns. However, most of the 
47 were from the Mekong Del­ 
ta, where pro-Thieu candidates 
made their strongest showing. 
While Thieu’s supporters did 
well in the delta and other 
provinces around Saigon, oppo­ 
sition deputies had the edge in 
the major cities, including Sai­ 
gon, and in the northern prov­ 
inces. 
In Saigon, seven of the 13 
winners were opposition lead­ 
ers, most of them associates of 
Gen. Duong Van “Big” Minh. 
Candidates backed by the an­ 
tigovernment An Quang Buddh­ 
ist faction won well over half 
the seats in Da Nang, Hue and 
the surrounding northern prov­ 
inces. 
The North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong made nearly IOO at­ 
tacks over the weekend, their 
heaviest 
activity 
in 
four 
months, but failed to disrupt 
the elections. The government 
claimed a near-record turnout 
of 5,567,446—78.5 per cent—of 
the eligible voters, and said 
less than one per cent of the 
7,000 polling sites came under 
direct rocket, mortar or terror 
attack. 
In the worst election attack, 
a grenade thrown into a polling 
place in coastal Binh Dinh 
province killed seven civilians 
and wounded 23. Many of the 
other attacks were minor and 
caused no casualties or dam­ 
age. 
Thieu’s continued control of 
the house and the large turnout 
of voters were expected to rein­ 
force his determination to go 
ahead with the Oct. 3 presiden­ 
tial election with himself as the 
only contestant. 
Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky withdrew from the presiden­ 
tial race last week, proposing 
that he and Thieu resign and 
the list of candidates be reopen- 
But Thieu told

They may do so by filling in 
the application forms sent home 
in a letter to parents. Additional 
copies are available at the prin­ 
cipal’s office in each school. Ap­ 
plications may be submitted any 
time during the school year. 
The form itself is simple to 
complete and requests informa­ 
tion needed to determine econo­ 
mic need based on the income 
and number of persons in the 
family and any unusual circum­ 
stances or hardships which af­ 
fect the family’s ability to pay 
for school lunches. The informa­ 
tion provided on the application 
will be confidential and will be 
used only for the purpose of de­ 
termining eligibility. 
Under the provisions of the 
policy, 
the 
Principal of the 
school will review applications 
and determine eligibility. If a 
parent is dissatisfied with the 
ruling of the local official, he 
may make a request, either or­ 
ally or in writing, for a hearing 
to appeal the decision. Superin­ 
tendent Huddleston, whose ad­ 
dress if 223 North Perkins, Rush­ 
ville, has been designated as the 
Hearing Official. Hearing pro­ 
cedures are outlined in the po­ 
licy.

He was pressed by Proxmire 
to say whether restraint on 
profits and interest rates are 
being considered but would say 
only : “I would not rule out con­ 
sideration of any relevant mat­ 
ters.

“We’ll be doing it well 
enough in advance of the end of 
the 90 days in order to have 
something when the 90 days is 
up.” 
Secretary of Commerce Mau­ 
rice Stans said the freeze “will 
be followed by some kind of a 
thaw iii which some of the 
things that are now prohibited 
or prevented will be allowed to 
occur.” 
Appearing on the CBS pro­ 
gram “Face the Nation,” Stans 
estimated Phase II would last 
“less than one year.”

John Connally said the U.S. is 
“at an end of an era in our eco­ 
nomic policy.” 


In an interview in the New

Nathan Leopold, Thrill 
Slayer Of 1920% Dies 


SAN JUAN (AP) - Nathan 
F. Leopold, the brilliant son of 
a rich family who shocked the 
nation in 1924 when he and a 
friend 
murdered 
a 
boy 
for 
thrill, died Sunday. Leopold, 66, 
died in a Puerto Rico hospital 
only a few blocks from the 
apartment where he lived with 
his wife, the former Trudy Fel­ 
dman of Baltimore, Md. 
“Mr. 
Leopold 
died 
last 
night, around 8:45 p.m.,” an of­ 
ficial of the Mimiya Hospital of 
San Juan said. 
Later, 
Leopold’s 
personal 
physician Dr. Ramon Suarez 
Jr., said Leopold’s body was 
quickly taken to the School of 
Medicine so that his eyes could 
be useful to the institution’s eye 
bank. 
The doctor said Leopold died 
quietly although in recent days 
he had experienced breathing 
difficulties.

added 
that 
Leopold also suffered from Dia­ 
betes. 
Leopold was paroled from an 
Illinois penitentiary on March 
13, 1958, after serving 33 years, 
six months and two days for 
the thrill slaying with Richard 
Loeb 
of 
14-year-old 
Bobby 


Franks. Loeb was killed in a 
fight with another convict in 
1936. 
When he was released, Leop­ 
old went to Puerto Rico as a 
$10 a month laboratory tech­ 
nician ir a missionary hospital. 
In 
he entered the Univer­ 
sity of Puerto Rico, took a mas­ 
ters degree in social medicine 
and 
went 
to 
work 
for the 
Puerto Rican 
health depart­ 
ment. 
In 
February 
1961 
Leopold 
married Trudy Feld Garcia de 
Quevedo, the middleaged wid­ 
ow of a San Juan physician. 
Two years later he was dis­ 
charged from parole and be­ 
came a free man. 
The Leopold-Loeb case was 
one of the most sensational of 
the 1920s and horrified the na­ 
tion. 
The nude body of the Frank 
boy, 
a 
distant 
relative 
of 
Loeb’s, was found in a culvert 
on Chicago’s South Side on May 
22, 1924. He had been bludg­ 
eoned to death. 
A pair of eyeglasses nearby 
led the police to Leopold, then 
19 and the son of a vice presi-

However, most of the 
47 were from the Mekong Del­ 
ta, where pro-Thieu candidates 
made their strongest showing. 
While Thieu’s supporters did 
well in the delta and other 
provinces around Saigon, oppo­ 
sition deputies had the edge in 
the major cities, including Sai­ 
gon, and in the northern prov­ 
inces. 
In Saigon, seven of the 13 
winners were opposition lead­ 
ers, most of them associates of 
Gen. Duong Van “Big” Minh. 
Candidates backed by the an- 
tigovemment An Quang Buddh­ 
ist faction won well over half 
the seats in Da Nang, Hue and 
the surrounding northern prov­ 
inces. 
The North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong made nearly 100 at­ 
tacks over the weekend, their 
heaviest 
activity 
in 
four 
months, but failed to disrupt 
the elections. The government 
claimed a near-record turnout 
of 5,567,446—78.5 per cent—of 
the eligible voters, and said 
less than one per cent of the 
7,000 polling sites came under 
direct rocket, mortar or terror 
attack. 
In the worst election attack, 
a grenade thrown into a polling 
place 
in 
coastal

province killed seven civilians 
and wounded 23. Many of the 
other attacks were minor and 
caused no casualties or dam­ 
age. 
Thieu’s continued control of 
the house and the large turnout 
of voters were expected to rein­ 
force his determination to go 
ahead with the Oct. 3 presiden­ 
tial election with himself as the 
only contestant. 
Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky withdrew from the presiden­ 
tial race last week, proposing 
that he and Thieu resign and 
the list of candidates be reopen 
ed to nominees. But Thieu told 
newsmen Sunday after casting 
his ballot that he would not re­ 
sign and that the Oct. 3 election 
would go ahead as planned. 
U.S. officials appeared to be 
reconciled to the one-man pres­ 
idential race despite the likeli­ 
hood that it would increase op­ 
position in the United States to 
America's role in Vietnam. 
There had been reports that 
the Nixon administration might 
reduce 
or 
withhold 
aid 
to 
Thieu’s 
government, but one 
diplomat 
commented: 
“South 
Vietnam is dependent on the 
United States for its survival, 
just as North Vietnam is de­ 
pendent on China and the So­ 
viet Union. The only alternative 
to providing arms, ammunition 
and aid to South Vietnam is to 
abandon it to the North. South 
Vietnam will require at least 
$500 million a year in aid for 
some years.”

Nathan 
Leopold, Thrill 
Slayer Of 1920 \ Dies 


SAN JUAN (AP) - Nathan 
F. I/eopold, the brilliant son of 
a rich family who shocked the 
nation in 1924 when he and a 
friend 
murdered 
a 
boy 
for 
thrill, died Sunday. Leopold, 66, 
died in a Puerto Rico hospital 
only a few blocks from the 
apartment where he lived with 
his wife, the former Trudy Fel­ 
dman of Baltimore, Md. 
“Mr. 
Leopold 
died 
last 
night, around 8:45 p.m.,” an of­ 
ficial of the Mimiya Hospital of 
San Juan said. 
Later, 
Leopold’s 
personal 
physician 
Dr. 
Ramon. Suarez 
Jr., said Leopold’s body was 
quickly taken to the School of 
Medicine so that his eyes could 
be useful to the institution’s eye 
bank. 
The doctor said Leopold died 
quietly although in recent days

Leopold also suffered from Dia­ 
betes. 
Leopold was paroled from an 
Illinois penitentiary on March 
13, 1958, after serving 33 years, 
six months and two days for 
the thrill slaying with Richard 
Loeb 
of

Bobby 


Franks, Loeb was killed in a 
fight with another convict in 
1936, 
When he was released, Leop­ 
old went to Puerto Rico as a 
$10 a month laboratory tech­ 
nician m a missionary hospital. 
In . jod he entered the Univer­ 
sity of Puerto Rico, took a mas­ 
ters degree in social medicine 
and 
went 
to 
work 
for 
the 
Puerto 
Rican 
health 
depart­ 
ment. 
In 
February 
1961 
Leopold 
married Trudy Feld Garcia de 
Que vedo, the middle aged wid­ 
ow of a San Juan physician. 
Two years later he was dis­ 
charged from parole and be­ 
came a free man. 
The Leopold-Loeb case was 
one of the most sensational of 
the 1920s and horrified the na­ 
tion. 
The nude body of the Frank 
boy, 
a 
distant 
relative 
of 
Loeb’s, was found in a culvert 
on Chicago’s South Side on May 
22, 1924. He had been bludg­ 
eoned to death. 
A pair of eyeglasses nearby 
led the police to Leopold, then

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
1971-72 school year opens in In­ 
diana with money as the pre­ 
dominant concern. 
The dedicated ones among 
the nearby 60,000 public school 
teachers and other personnel 
who this week resume respon­ 
sibility for education of some 
1.2 million boys and girls still 
are concerned with how to teach 
the young so as to prepare 
them for adulthood. 
But the overriding issue is 
money, or the lack of it. How 
to meet the payroll and supply 
bills, to maintain buildings, to 
keep cafeterias and book rental 
systems functioning, to provide 
transportation, to pay past in­ 
debtedness—these are the major 
topics in many schools. 
One benefit of President Nix­ 
on’s wage-price freeze was to 
avert some potential delays in 
school openings among the near­ 
ly 30 systems in which no agree­ 
ment on salaries has been reach­ 
ed between school boards and 
teachers. Both the Indiana State 
Teachers Association and the 
Indiana Federation of Teachers 
advised their local organizations 
against defiance of the wage- 
price freeze by a work stoppage.

INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — The 
1971-72 school year opens in In­ 
diana with money as the pre­ 
dom inant concern. 
The 
dedicated 
ones 
among 
the nearby 60,000 public school 
teachers and other personnel 
who this week resume respon­ 
sibility for education of some 
1.2 million boys and girls still 
are concerned with how to teach 
the young so as to prepare 
them for adulthood. 
But the overriding issue is 
money, or the lack of it. How 
to meet the payroll and supply 
hills, to maintain buildings, to 
keep cafeterias and book rental 
systems functioning, to provide 
transportation, to pay past in­ 
debtedness—these are the major 
topics in many schools. 
One benefit of President Nix­ 
on’s wage-price freeze was to 
avert some potential delays in 
school openings among the near­ 
ly 30 systems in which no agree­ 
ment on salaries has been reach­ 
ed between school boards and 
teachers. Both the Indiana State 
Teachers Association and the 
Indiana Federation of Teachers 
advised their local organizations 
against defiance of the wage- 
price freeze by a work stoppage. 
But they stressed continuing ef­ 
forts to negotiate where no con­ 
tact has been reached. 
However, a court order may 
have 
the 
effect 
of 
keeping 
schools serving portions of these 
counties from opening on sche­ 
dule. This situation developed 
when Jasper Circuit Court Judge 
Robert B. Wright issued an in­ 
junction 
against 
Tri-County 
school officials blocking them 
from proceeding with plans to 
operate the Wolcott school as a 
senior high school and Reming­ 
ton as a 
middle school. The 
school district serves portions 
of White, Benton and Jasper 
counties. 
Tri-County officials indicated 
an appeal will be sought and 
'the scheduled Monday opening 
delayed. 
Another continuing case has 
a potential long-range impact 
on all public schools in the 
state but will not delay opening 
now. 
This is a ruling by the Lake 
County Superior Court 3 holding 
that public bodies have no auth­ 
ority to enter into binding ar­ 
bitration and collective bargain­ 
ing. 
Robert Thornberry, I FT 
executive, said East Chicago is 
the only school system now 
with a binding arbitration as a 
final step in grievance proce­ 
dure hut the Gary school board 
had obtained the ruling because 
of pending negotiations with the 
Gary Teachers Union on a new 
contract after Dec. 31.

Schaerer 
said he thought the financial 
report when completed will show 
neighboring Hammond is in al­ 
most as much a financial bind 
as Gary. A state law sets a 
ceiling on property tax rates 
for school expenditures of $4.95 
per $100 of assessed valuation, 
'using an adjustment factor in­ 
tended to equalize differences 
in assessments. 
Schaerer said that even if 
the State Board of Finance ap­ 
proves 
an 
advance draw of 
Gary’s entire state support for 
the next center, this will not 
solve the financial problem. 
He seemed to be speaking for 
all 
the 
financially 
troubled 
schools when he put the answer 
to the problem in the State- 
house. 
“ Education is a state function 
and 
responsibility,” 
Schaerer 
said. “The state requires the 
local school system to keep chil­ 
dren in school up to age 16 for 
at least 180 days a year. The 
state mandates minimum teach­ 
er salaries and the state manda­ 
tes tax rates. When the mandate 
of compulsory attendance and 
minimum teacher salaries out­ 
strip the minimum tax rates, 
we can only assume the state 
must act,” 
The current flurry of confus­ 
ion among school officials and 
teachers over the wage-price 
freeze is time consuming but 
does not alter the fundamantal 
money 
problems 
of 
schools, 
several spokesmen said. 
State School Supt. John J. 
Loughlin’s last advisory to local 
school boards 
in interpreting 
the wage-freeze order was “to 
give salary increases to school 
personnel 
if 
their 
contracts 
were approved by the board be­ 
fore Aug. 15.” 
Lougklin said this applied also 
to bus drivers, most of whom 
have contracts on a calender 
basis and so would be exempt­ 
ed from the freeze.

At the pres­ 
ent time, spider plants, asters, zinnias, 
gladiolus, and marigolds are in bloom, 
but the blossoms start in early spring. 
The Landon Tice home, on R. R. 6, has 
a mass of perennial blossoms back of 
their home and in a large rectangle to 
the right of their driveway. Peonies, iris, 
delphiniums, chrysanthemums — you 
name it, and it’s there. They also have a 
species of strawberries in their patch 
that should win awards. 
In town, the yard of Hazel Busard, the 
rose garden of Bill Stangle, Earl Cham­ 
berlain, Don Renegar, von Knight, the 
driveway at the home of Jack Payne, all 
attract attention with their beauty. 
Helen and Chester Schonfeld, on Fifth 
Street, have beautified, not only the 
winding drive on Fifth Street, but the 
Fort Wayne Road from the intersection 
with Fifth Street to the park at the rail­ 
road track. They have planted maple 
trees on the Fort Wayne Road and maple 
and redbud trees alternately on Fifth 
Street, This is the second planting of 
trees. When planted the first time many 
died. The trees are well spaced and very 
healthy and do add greatly to the appear­ 
ance of the whole area. Suggestion to the 
city council — why not continue this 
planting to the railroad track along the 
park? 
Wild flowers, bushes, and shrubs at 
this time of year often have berries or 
bright colored leaves. Some are poison­ 
ous. Poison oak and poison ivy are easily 
identified. The elderberry bush has a 
hollow stem and is often used by children 
as a blow gun, but is poisonous. In fact, 
all parts of the elderberry are poisonous 
except the berries. 
The common Jack in the Pulpit con­ 
tains calcium oxolate crystals which can 
bum the tongue. 
The wild cherry has a compound in 
the leaves and twigs that is poisonous. 
All parts of a rhododendron, and azaleas 
can cause vomiting and upset stomach. 
Even plants that are cultivated around 
the house may cause illness. The lily of 
the valley leaves and flowers when eaten 
may cause an irregular heart beat and 
an upset stomach. The rhubarb leaves 
either raw or cooked, can also cause ill­ 
ness. Daffodil and poinsettia leaves can 
be fatal if eaten. Mistletoe berries can be 
fatal. 
October is the time of year to trans­ 
plant peony bulbs and iris. Hyacinth and 
narcissus bulbs can also be dug, dried,, 
and replanted at this time of year. How­ 
ever, here again, keep these bulbs away 
from small children. The bulb of either 
the hyacinth or narcissus when eaten 
will cause vomiting and diarrhea. 
It is a good idea to always teach small 
children to avoid putting any leaf, flow­ 
er, or seed in their mouth. 
Other signs of fall: straggley petunias, 
an abundance of beetles among the to­ 
mato plants and in the flower bed. Heard 
recently the caterpillars are careful 
about the type of leaf and grass they eat. 
Some will eat only the leaves of the trees 
on which they were hatched. The cater­ 
pillar of the antler moth family will eat 
any variety of grass or leaves, avoiding 
only the fox tail grass. The beetles and 
caterpillars in our flower bed must be of 
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the latter variety. They seem to enjoy all 
plants equally.

Census Bureau reports that five 
incorporated localities became 
ghost towns during the 1960s. 
They were listed among 116 
incorporated places in the na­ 
tion that had population of 25 or 
fewer in 1970. 
The five places which de­ 
clined to zero population were 
Ironton, Colo., which had one 
resident in 1960; Lakeside, Co­ 
lo., which lost 28 residents dur­ 
ing the decade; Lost River, Id­ 
aho, which lost 58; 
Ridotto, 
Iowa, and Westfall, Ore., eight. 
In addition, the Census Bu­ 
reau listed three places which 
did not exist in 1960 and which 
were incorporated but had no 
residents 
in 1970: 
Bay City, 
Alaska, St. Charles, 111.; and 
Parker, Tex. 
The 116 incorporated places 
of under 25 population com­ 
pares with a total of 79 such 
places in 1960. 
A Census spokesman said the 
St. Charles, IU., listed as hav­ 
ing no residents in 1970 is in 
DuPage County, and not to be 
confused with a Chicago suburb 
of 12,928 with the same name in 
neighboring Kane County.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Census Bureau reports that five 
incorporated localities became 
gbost towns during the 1960s. 
They were listed among 116 
incorporated places in the na­ 
tion that had population of 25 or 
fewer in 1970. 
The five places which de­ 
clined to zero population were 
Ironton, Colo., which had one 
resident in 1960; Lakeside, Co­ 
lo., which lost 28 residents dur­ 
ing the decade; Lost River, Id­ 
aho, which lost 58; 
Ridotto, 
Iowa, and Westfall, Ore., eight. 
In addition, the Census Bu­ 
reau listed three places which 
did not exist in 1960 and, which 
were incorporated but had no 
residents 
in 
1970: 
Bay City, 
Alaska, St. Charles, III.; and 
Parker, Tex. 
The 116 incorporated places 
of under 25 population com­ 
pares with a total of 79 such 
places in 1960. 
A Census spokesman said the 
St. Charles, 111., listed as hav­ 
ing no residents in 1970 is in 
DuPage County, and not to be 
confused with a Chicago suburb 
of 12,928 with the same name in 
neighboring Kane County.

Irish Arrest

LONDON (AP) — Britain de­ 
manded Monday that the Irish 
government capture the gun­ 
men who killed a British sol­ 
dier and wounded another after

armored

patrol 
strayed across the border into 
the Irish Republic. 
The “provisional” wing of the 
Irish Republican Army admit­ 
ted in Dublin that its men had 
ambushed 
the 
British patrol 
Sunday and fought a half-hour 
gun battle on the frontier with 
Northern Ireland. 
The British Foreign Office or­ 
dered its ambassador in Dub­ 
lin, John Peck, to demand a 
full 
investigation 
and 
asked 
that “no effort be spared to 
bring the offenders to justice.” 
The IRA is outlawed both in 
Northern Ireland and the re­ 
public, 
but 
its 
men operate 
freely on the republican side. 
The frontier between North­ 
ern Ireland and the republic is 
unmarked at many points and 
British troops have inadvert­ 
ently crossed it several times 
before. The British government 
has made a routine apology in 
each case. 
The frontier gunfight drew 
furious 
headlines 
in 
British 
newspapers, and the bloodshed 
appeared likely to increase ten­ 
sion along the border. 
Irish 
army patrols in the area were 
intensified Sunday night.
